The Philadelphia School District is set to lay off 
nearly half its bilingu^ counselors.

L ast Friday, paraits presented lOOsignatures to the School 
Reform Commission demanding that Hua Chau, a bilingual 
counseling assistant (BCA) atH.A. Brown Elementary 
School, keep her job. Chau (who is actuaDy trilingual, speaking 
Vietnamese. Cantonese and EngHsh) got a pink slip burn the 
Philadelphia School District in June. 

“She helps with everything — early dismissals, sekness, trans- 
lating papers,” says My Dung Ly, a mother of three at the diverse 
Kensington-area school. Without her, “It would be chaosP 
BCAs like Chau translate documents, baise with families and 

parents and immigrant advocates were worried indeed when, last 
month, the district announced the layoffs of 46 of 103 BCAs, along 
with 16 of 27S English as a Second Language (ESOL) teachers <a 
spokesperaonforthe district says seven teachers wiQ be rehired by 
charter schools).

Schools Superintendent Arlene Ackerman, 
seated behind adesk with the Commission mem- 
bers, responded directly, tellmg them that it was 
“unfair to talk about" their schools “in isolatton," 
and that she was committed to addressing bilin-

“Bilingual assistants," she added, sitting behind 
a nameplate recognizing her doctorate in educa- 
tbn, “don’t even have to have a degree." 

It was a tense moment in an already-tense 
relationship be tween Ackerman and immigrant 
advocates dating back to the crisis at South 
Philly High. (They believe Ackerman inflamed 
racial divisuns what she blamed die viobnce on 
an attack on an African-American student that 
was never later substantiated. iThose divisbns 
remain strained. When a Latina woman testified 
at Friday’s hearing that she wanted her children 
to “do bettET," an African-American woman in the 
audience mu Iterad, “Better than anybody else?” 

Degree or no. the bilingual counsebrs’ futures 
may windup bring decided in a courtroom: The 
BCApositionswere originally created as part of 
the settlement of a 1985 lawsuit that required 
schools to provide adequate translation services. 

Fhllowing the South I’hiladelphia High incident, 
the US. Department of Justice’s Civil Rights 
Division found that the district was ‘deliberately 
indifTeient to known instances of severe and 
pervasive student-on-student harassment of 
Asian studoits." prompting the district to sign a 
consent decree that, among other things, required 
adequate interpretation services for students 
and famibes involved in violent or disciplinary 
incidents at South l^lly High. The district also 
told the Justice Departmait thatit would provide 


additional interimetatbn train- 
ing to all BCAs, which it did. 

Lucy Feria, deputy chief 
for the district’s Multilingual 
Programs, says. ‘We beHeve we 
will be in compliance with both 
ofthe orders." 

After the hearing. Karren 
Ehmkley.chierdqjuty ofthe dis- 
trict’s Office of Parent, Fhmily, 
Community Ebigagement anH 
Fhith-Based L^rtnerships.told 
CP that immigrant groups have 
misconstrued the cuts: The 
district promises that Brown 
win have a Vietnamese spreaker 
on staff next yearand that the 
net loss of bilingual support 
staff system-wide will be par- 
tially offset by the creation of 
27 new positions called School 
Improvement Support Liaisons.

But Spencer didn't get the job — instead, it went to C^de Gainey, 
a man (also African-American) who, Spencer now says, has no 
degree and lacks other fundamental requirements ofthe job. 

So it occurred to Spencer: Maybe she wasn’t the right woman for 
the job simply because she is just that — au’omon.and the city 
was looking for the ri^t man forthejob.This February. Spencer 
filed a lawsuit against the dty claiming that she is a victim of gen- 
der discrimination. 

This lawsuit, which hasn’t been repotted until now, marks the 
second lime in the past year thata former high-ranking official 
has sued the dty for gender discnmination. As reported in the 
Daily News last month, SgL Kimberly Byrd — who was once the 
top aide to former RjKce Commissioner Sylvester Johnson — filed 
a lawsuit in July 2010 claiming thatshe was a victim of gender dis- 


□ner Charles Rams^. 

According to the picture laid out in Spencer's lawsuit, sexism 
isabveand well within the Prisons System under Commissioner 
Louis Gloria, And even if a court determines that she was not dis- 
criminated against due to hergender, her suit still raises questions 
about whether and why prison leaderaseem to be rolling back 
reforms meant to professionalize the department. 

In her lawsuit.Spencer laysout afewkey peces of evidence to 
support her daim. 

She daims, for in stance, that the city didn't follow ita own rules 
while hiring Gainey. According to the Prisons System's docu- 
ments, the ‘minimum acceptable training and experience" fora 
deputy commissioner is a graduate d^ree in arelevant Geld, or a 
bachelor's degree accompanied 
by workjdace experience. But 
Gainey, she says, lacks a degree 

Whai flslcpH to conGrm or 
deny this, the Prisms System 

spokesperson, Gainey and the city's Law Dqiartment all dedined 
comment But in Gainey’s biography on the Prisons System web- 
site, it notes th at he has ‘attended" St. Augustine's College and 
Philadelphia Community College, but doesn't say whether he ever 
obtained a degree — unlike other prisons employes, vdiose bios 
dearly spell this out. 

Representatives atSt.Augusbne'sconGnned that Gainey did 
not receive a degree; Philadelphia Community College wouldn't 
release the information. 

Spencer also points out that the Prisons Systmi never formally 
announced the opening of the deputy commisiooerposition, though 
she made Gloria aware ofher interest. In its legal jdeadings, the dty 
admits that itnever publicized the job. but makes the argument that

it wasn't a‘civil service' position. Speaking 
through her lawyer. Larry Wsdirle, Spencer 
says that she should have at least been 
allowed to c^p/y for the job. 

Adds Woehrie.'Ms. Spaiccr not mly 
has a com[wehenaive knowledge ofthe 
Philadelphia Prisons System based on her 
assent through the correctional ranks, but 
she has three academic degrees — inchiding 
a law degree — which bear directly on the 
position she was seeking. Sie was absolute- 
ly the best qualiGed person for the position.” 

As evidence. Spmeer's lawsuit claims 
that former Prisons Commissimer 
Thomas Costello ‘initiated Spencer’s 
promotion to the position of deputy com- 
missioner based on her outstanding per- 
formance recoid, years of experience and 
educational background" — but was never 
able to complete it because he retired 
shortly thereafter, idly Riper was unable 
to reach Costello forconunent.) 

Exceptfor the scant mfonnation provided

Essentialfy a chamber piece in which two desk clerks ride cnit the last week- 
end in a mammoth New England hotel, TTie/nn^^rs is West's most assured 
filmyet, a slow-burning creeperthatpaysoffin spades. With onfy a handful 
of guests and one of the Yankee Pedlar^s floors already stripped bare, pude-cut 
Claire (Sara I^ton) and hipster-goof Luke (Pat Healy) have ample time to play 
amateur ghost hunters. -seeking out the spritof a suicidal woman r^ose body 
was hidden in thebasementby the inn’s press-shy owners. 

It takes a while for even these bare facts to emerge, and longerstill before the 
spirit’s presence is morethanufiiintwhisperon the pair's sound recorder.

Backed by Starr green, Aimee Olexy presents 
the enchanting, exacting Talula's Garden.

W hen yaa walk ttuDU^ theGanlen.you better watch ymir back. 
That would have been the message sung to whomever 
wasre^rausiblefbrthe darkness that dropped like a 
black-velvet theater curtain on Thlida’s Garden last week.Pbr 
seven hours, the power was out, and the only 
light was the natural kind, filtering through the 
crepe myrtle and sugarplums of the iron-gated 
courtyard and into the restaurant. The temp 
was in the 80s and there was no air conditioning. 

Fortunately. PECO got the power back on in 
time fordirmer, but the mishap wasn't without casualties, fike ttie 
foie gmspar&it. Sitting at the alfresco bar, to where I’d been apolo- 
getically directed the dewy hostesses, I pitied all the evening's 
diners who wouldn't get to slip a spoon into that s<;uare ofliveiy 
luxury, as I did a week earlier. 1 pitied the career gals sipiang spar- 
kly cocktails. I pitied the couple discoursing on Founders Centennial 
IPA. Rogue’s Crater Lake blue and how Stephen Starr’s second turn 



in this space compares to his first. Washington Square. 

For the record, there is no comparison. 

I even pitied the medusa-haired lady sitting next to me. a difficult 
feeling to muster as she prattled on about her fnend who was run- 
ning late because she’d just had hereyesdone.'nieae guests, my 
banished -fnim-the-A/C comrades, would not know chefMichael 
Santoro’s smooth-as-Cool Whip foie this night. They mi^tgoon to 
aijoy their food, but to go to Ta tula’s Garden and not eat this first 
course would be like going to Baltimore and not eating crabs. 

The internationally sdiookd Santoro cures duck livers with salt 
and late-harvest pinot gris. furthering their intoxication by purde- 
ing them with port. Madeira and brandy, plus garlic, shallots and 
thyme. Employing a French technique he learned working at the 
Fat Duck in England, he emulsifies the mix with eggs and enough 
clarified butter to entertain thou^ts of liposuctioiL (1 bet my new 
fiiend at the bar knows e guy.) The parfait is terrine-molded and 
baked, sliced and plated with pistachios,

When Washington Square was being transformed, 
the decision-making fell to Starr’s partnerin the ven- 
ture, Aimee Olexy of Kennett Square’s Til hi la’s Thble. 
“Singular visions are something Stephen understands 
prrtty well," says Olexy. “I think he wanted to allow that 
to happen and not muss it up by interjecting ideas." 

The restaurant that has resulted from this unusual 
anti-collaboration is a testament to Ihem both. 

Right now, the list of Philly restaurants rdradter eat 
at is thinner than Santora's lovely fazzoletti pasta tossed 
with braised, bacon-wrai^cd rabbit spiced with vadou- 
van.FVom the bread service (house-baked sourdough) to 
the dessert (doughnuts with lavender-scented strawbei^ 
ry sauce), he's cooking at the level of aD my favorites. 

I thought the halibut showed every minute ofworic 
that bad been sunk into it — brining the fish, foaming 
saffiou, braising oxtail and artichoke hearts. one stuffed 
with the other in a prep-intense barigoule setup — but 
offered little pleasurable reward. It’s the Acotar of the 
Talula’s Garden menu, and the only dish over two visits 
I didn't love. 

HaunHng and visceral, the lamb shoulder is more 
Distrfi^ 9. Juniper tingere on the meat like perfiime 
on aman’scollar, mace on the sweet Thumbelina car- 
rots sunk like treasure into aquidcsandofAnson Mills 
polenta. There ore squash -blossom fritters filled with 
chcvreand ricottu.and a chilled puree of golden beets 
sweetened with moscato.The tortelloni of braised spiced 
goat, inspired by Santoro's Indian in-luws. in power- 
ful goat jus studded with peas and spherically smooth 
‘gnudi.'is already the Pasta Oishof 20 11. and the year’s 
only half over. 

TTie dessert list is a fanciful assembly of sweet curios, 
but you’d have to be vegan or lactose-intolerant to miss 
the masterful cheese menu Olexy has curated. There are 
six plates served, seven if you coimt the omakase house 
'mmgers Josh Kaplan and JessicaMuflercan fashiim to 
orderon the pink-granite cheese bar. 

Served cm reclaimed -slate boards dotted and streaked 
with date purees, rhubarb chutneys, artisanal bon^s 
and candied nuts, the choices are as trim as a twosome 
and as large as the eight-count Master Collection. But 
you should get the Not Your Graimy’s.'six new takes on 
tradition." if only for the Tumelo FarmsFenacho.a but- 
terecotch-ygoat's-milk Gouda freckled with whole fenu- 
greek seeds. 

A long time ago, back when Olexy was the manager of 
Starr's Blue Angel, she lived at Seventh and Pine and 
would walk by Washington Square on the way to work. ‘I 
fell in love with the spot then," she saya And now, the rest 
of us can. too.
